) delays have caused a postpone-
ment of the opening date.

The school, which will take
450. students off double ses-
sion at Newton and Riviera
schools, will serve children
from the western part of Hol-
lywood Riviera. At Riviera
School some 726 children now
are on double session, while
Newton School has 182 young-
sters in doublesessioned
classes.

Plans to replace El Nido
School with a'new building at
186th and Prairie Ave. were
approved by the Torrance
Board of Education Tuesday.
At the same time, the board
decided to ‘build a school for
the mentally retarded on the
old El Nido site, '

Architectural plans for the
new school at 186th and Prai-
rie were authorized by the

board, which decided to name
the structure after Phillip S.
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Magruder, vice presid of
the General Petroleum Corp.,
who ‘“Has assumed leadership
and given unstinting  support
as a key figure in the indus-
trial leadership of Torrance to
many community projects in
Torrance, and'particularly the
financing of public education
in Torrance and the housing
of school children, over a
period of 10 years.”

The Magruder School, origi-
nally designated Columbia
School, will replace the pres-
ent El Nido facilities, all lo-
cated in temporary buildings.
The board had been reluctant

to build new facilities in' the [

area until El Nido recently an-
nexed to Torrance because of
the. possibility that they might
lose the new facilities to an-
other school district.
